It Is customary, Immediately after 


the announcement of an election, for 
three cardinals to lead the new sov- 
flrstgn pontiff Into the robing room 
adjacent to the Slstlne Chapel, where 
three sets of Papal robes are laid 
out. One Is of large sine, one medi- 
um and one Is small. The variations 
are made so that no matter what the 
stature of the new sovereign pontiff, 
IIP will find robes to flt him. 


In olden times, there were elabor- 


ate rites and 
ceremonies through 


which the new pope wag conducted 
following bin elevation to the might- 
iest and holiest office of the Roman 
Church. 
But of these the only one 


that remains i« the coronation. 


The new pontiff will he crowned 


within the next week and cardinals, 
now en route "for Rome, 
who were 


imsble to get here 
in time for the
